DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 9-10 and 14-16 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1-8 and 11- 
13 have been canceled. 

Response 

Applicant's response and amendment to the claims filed on 5/18/09 and appeal 
brief filed on 9/21/09 are acknowledged. The rejections and objections made in the 
previous office action are withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to diphenylurea compounds. The closest prior 
art of record is Christophersen, et al., US Pat No 6,297,261, which teaches similar 
compounds, but does not provide the requisite motivation to make the instantly claimed 
[3-(1 H-tetrazol-5-yl)- compounds. Therefore, the instantly claimed compounds are 
allowable over the prior art.
